Charges were made by Dan Ju­ 
lian, 31, junior clinical psy cholo­ 
gist, who resigned from his prison 
job last Friday . 
Testify ing this morning were 


the parents of inm ate-patient Ed­ 
ward H. Rek ula, 22, who claimed 
he had been beaten three times 
since July 18. The middle-aged 
couple upheld their son’s charges 
of mistreatment. 
The Rek ulas contact with their 
son has been letters and prison 
visits primarily the one of July 
25. 
Chairman of the board Austin 
H. 
MacCormick 
indicated 
the 
Rek ula case will be ex amined in 
the greatest possible detail. 


Budgets For 
Schools Kit 
$4V2 Million 


Nineteen school boards in M a­ 
rin County approved budgets to­ 
taling more than 4% million dol­ 
lars at public meetings during the 
past week . 
Highest single 
budget in the 
$4,562,606, was College of Marin 
whose budget was $865,901. School 
trustees reported there were no 
protests made a t the budget hear­ 
ings. 
Two previously published bud­ 
gets were adjusted at the final 
hearings. Lark spur-Corte Madera 
board added $600 for 
a speech cor­ 
rection instructor which trustees 
hud been unable to secure earlier. 
Total was $317,200. 
Mill Valley reduced its budget 
by $500 to $781,042 by cutting sup­ 
plies costs. 
Biggest budget 
increase per­ 
centage-wise was Dix ie School Dis­ 
trict, which increased from $6,226 
In 1953-54, to $61,189, an increase 
of 882 per cent. 
Denny Willis, adminstrative as­ 
sistant and teacher for the district, 
ex plained that the increase was 
based on an ex pected enrollment

BEATING CASE 
Zappella told newsmen he had 
not been ask ed at the hearing if 
he believed inmate Rek ula had 
been beaten but only about his 
phy sical condition the morning of 
July 19. 


When ask ed by reporters if he 
had an opinion as to whether Re­ 
k ula was the victim of 
a brutal 
assault, Zappella said, “I have no 
such opinion.” 
Zappella added what he told 
Julian was that it was possible Re- 
k ula’s injuries could have been 
caused by repeated blows. 
PATIENT EXAMINED 
Questioning M ariner on the Re­ 
k ula case revealed that Mariner 
ex amined Rek ula before the men­ 
tally -disturbed inmate was trans­ 
ferred on July 18 to the psy chiatric 
section of the hospital from the 
Maj. Norris T. Morton, 52, of prison’s isolation cell block . M ar­ 
iner said he found minor cuts on 
Rek ula’s lip and small bruises on 
his chest. Rek ula ex plained to 
Mariner he had been in a scuffle 
with r. guard.

2—On w hether Con g ress can 
pass a law’ g u aran teein g a m an 
im m u n ity in both federal an d 
state cou rts. 
The Sen ate passed an im m u n i­ 
ty bill in 1953. The Hou se passed 
a differen t on e W edn esday . The 
Sen ate may accept the Hou se 
bill, ju n kin g its owTn . Then Presi­ 
den t Eisen how’er cou ld sig n the 
bill in to law. 


THIS IS THE story step by 
step: 
The Fifth Am en dm en t say s a 
m an can ’t be compelled to g iv e 
testim on y which m ig ht in crim ­ 
in ate him. Lon g ag o Con g ress 
had trou ble makin g some w it­ 
n esses talk before its com m it­ 
tees. So in 1857 it passed a law 
which still stan ds. It say s: 
“No testim on y g iv en by 
a w it­ 
n ess before a con g ression al com­ 
m ittee shall be u sed as ev iden ce 
in 
an y 
crim in al 
proceedin g s 
ag ain st him in an y cou rt.” This 
law sou n ded more sweepin g than 
it is. 
The g ov ern men t can ’t u se su ch 
a witn ess’ actu al words ag ain st 
him if it wan ts to try him later 
for some crime related to his 
testimon y , bu t it can u se his 
testimon y as a lead for g atherin g 
ev iden ce on which it can try him. 


AND, SO FAR as is kn own , if 
the testimon y of a con g ression al 
witn ess in v olv ed a state crime, 
the state where it occu rred cou ld 
u se his testimon y as a lead for 
fatherin g ev iden ce on which to 
try him in a state cou rt. 
On e 
ex ample 
of 
th a t 
was 
F ran k Erickson , who adm itted to 
a Sen ate committee he was a 
New York g ambler. New York 
police promptly raided his of­ 
fices. 
He 
was 
con v icted 
an d 
jailed in New York. 
B u t a state can ’t u se a con ­ 
g ression al witn ess’ actu al words 
—an y more th an the g ov ern men t 
can —to brin g him to trial. 
The Su preme Cou rt ru led on 
th a t this y ear in the case of a 
M ary lan der who adm itted to the 
Kefau v er Committee he was a 
g ambler. His testimon y was u sed 
ag ain st him later in a M ary lan d 
cou rt an d he w'as con v icted. The 
hig h cou rt threw ou t the con ­ 
v iction . 


IN 1940 CONGRESS passed a 
law, called the Sm ith Act, which 
makes it a crime to teach or a d­ 
v ocate forcible ov erthrow of the 
g ov ern men t. 
The 
g ov ern men t 
has tried an d con v icted a n u m ­ 
ber of Commu n ist leaders u n der 
th a t act. It will try more. 
So a witn ess before a con g res- 


iamily . Su ch a small price to 
g iv e to those children who are 
in n eed of sou n d m en tal health.

Mill Valley R otarians recently 
took a brief trip into the past and 
heard George H arlan Jr. discuss 
“M ountain Railways of Califor­ 
nia,” subject of the bock he is 
presently writing. 


H arlan, a member of a pioneer 
M arin family and assistant super­ 
intendent and port engineer of the 
U.S. M ilitary Sea T ransportation 
Serv ice at Ft. Mason, traced the 
history of the old Mill Valley ra il­ 
road from the time of its incor­ 
poration in 189 5 until it was aban­ 
doned in 19 30 . Incorporated with 
capital at $200,000 in 189 5, the rail­ 
road was the “brainchild” of Hugh 
Jam es associated with the T am al­ 
pais Land and W ater Co. when 
Mill Valley was known as Eastm an 
Station. 


Originally called the Mill Valley 
and Mt. Tam alpais Scenic R ail­ 
way, the nam e was changed in 
19 13 to the Mt. Tam alpais and 
Muir Woods Railway. F irst pro­ 
posals called for an electrical rail­ 
way, but Capt. Robert Dollar of 
San Rafael, one of the promoters, 
obtained & newr Shay locomotiv e 
wiiich wras used in the construc­ 
tion. 


H arlan described the construc­ 
tion problems, opening of the rout« 
Aug. 27, 189 6, early operational dif­ 
ficulties, expansion of the line to 
M uir Woods, the historic Mill V al­ 
ley fire which sev erely damaged 
the railroad and other colorful de­ 
tails in the railway's history.

There are, o f co urse, many 
signs, sy mbo ls and fragments o f 
writing, picture and o therwise, 
that guides man o f to day in ef­ 
fo rts to find o ut what went o n 
befo re written histo ry . And, as 
m o st o f us kno w, there are the 
archeo lo gists who dig into 
the 
remains o f “ by go ne” civ ilizatio ns, 
and into lay ers o f so ils where 
there were no civ ilizatio ns, in 
o rder to find mo re answers. 
THERE 
ARE big gaps and 
ho les, and pieces o f seemingly 
undev elo ped film. All this Ho w­ 
ells tells y o u, but in the telling 
he weav es a pattern o f under- 
standability fro m the v iewpo int 
o f o ne, running sto ry . 
It is a highly readable sty le. 
It is scho larly eno ugh to be im­ 
pressiv e, so that it will ho ld the 
respect o f tho se who demand 
that any thing written abo ut so 
dignified a being as man be held 
abo v e light treatment. Ho wells 
treats all men that way , the 
early o nes, who wo uld certainly 
He stupid by present day stand­ 
ards, and the o thers, mo re civ il­ 
ized o f a later perio d, who by 
present 
day stan d ard s wo uld 
seem like co ld-blo o ded mu rd erers 
witho ut any sense o f resp o n si­ 
bility to ward their fello w man. 
But wait, there are still a few

ho ax .” 
Ho wells fin d s beauty fro m th e 
past. Of the e a r ly m en painted 
o n the walls o f cav es in France, 
he writes, *. 
. 
. they painted 
well and y o u w i l l nev er—if y o u 
hav e as much s o u l as a micro be 
—fo rget what y o u hav e seen.” 
Ho wells w r ite s with such en ­ 
ergy that y o u w o u ld ex pect sev ­ 
eral well-placed predictio ns abo ut 
what the w o rld Is co ming to , o r 
at least so me 
cho ice wo rds o n 
ho w man is g e ttin g wo rse and 
wo rse. But, h e praises man, and 
hesitates u n til 
an epilo gue to 
treat o f the fu tu r e , and this he 
do es o nly sk etc h ily . 
A PERSON 
trained in such 
things pro bably wo uld find the 
bo o k easier t o 
understand and 
read (but he 
fin d s so me argu­ 
ments). But, i t 
isn’t that bard 
to read, and sh o u ld be an in ­ 
teresting ch r o n ic le to any o ne in ­ 
terested in th is particular theo ry 
o f man’s past— th at m an dev el­

County Board of Super visors and 
m any others. But only about a 
dosoen persons turned up for the 
start of the tour. 
Jackson 
and

Advisor 
Glenn Goble led the group first 
to George Wheelwright's Green 
Gulch Ranch on State Route 1 
near Muir Beach. 
Wheelwright exhibited several,

steers under 
experi­ 
mental hormone treatment to in ­ 
crease the rate of weight gain 
during the feeding-growing pe­ 
riod. 
Jackson described how addi­ 
tional cattle range land is being

Learn The Watering Habits 
Of Your Garden Plants 


Sin ce August is a w arm w eath­ 
er 
m onth 
in 
m any 
parts 
of 
C alifo rnia, 
the 
plants 
in 
your 
garden m ay well appreciate some 
“ hot w eather m aintenance. ” T h e 
most im portant consideration is, 
of course, watering. And garden 
w atering 
habits 
should 
vary 
according to the requirem ents of 
individual plants. 


C A M E L L IA S , for e x a m p l e , 
fuchsias 
and 
ferns 
would 
be 
am ong those plants th at require 
high moisture levels. Roses, lawns, 
trees 
and 
vegetables 
often 
do 
best when watered deeply w ith 
intervening d ry 
intervals. 
V ery 
deep 
rooted 
shrubs, 
deciduous 
fru it 
trees and citrus profit by 
long, 
deep w atering at 
regular 
intervals. M a n y drought resistant 
C alifo rn ia 
natives 
require 
no 
sum m er w atering at all in certain 
sections once they are establish­ 
ed. 
Rem em ber, 
though, 
th a t 
C alifo rn ia has so m any d ifferent 
soils 
and 
clim ates w ith in 
its 
borders it is d ifficu lt to set down 
rules th at w ill apply to the e n ­ 
tire state. A lw ays consult your 
local nurserym an w hen in doubt. 
WHERE W ATERING is a day 
lo day task, the shallow rooted 
plants should receive first con­ 
sideration on those days 
when 
your tim e is lim ited. 


In general it can be said that 
deep-green, fleshy-leafed plants 
require a lot of water, w hile gray- 
ioliaged plants need less 
W aterin g in the late afternoon 
or evening w ill reduce m oisture 
loss caused by evaporation. H o w ­ 
ever, m ildew is often prevalent at 
this tim e of the year in some 


sections. 
W aterin g should be done early 


in the day, for m ildew thrives 
on dampness combined w ith eve­ 
ning air. M ild ew can be recog­ 
nized as a w hitish coating on the 
foliage. To get things under con­ 
trol before severe foliage loss re ­ 
sults, ask your nurserym an for 
products containing lim e sulphur 
in a form suitable for plants. 


BE O N the lookout for pests 
such as aphis, caterpillars 
and 
thrips during hot weather. These 
can be controlled by a num ber 
you can count on your nursery­ 
m an w ill have on his shelves. 


Now is the tim e, too, for a mid- 
season 
application 
of 
fertilizer

Fuchsias, chrysanthem um s, bed­

gardeners being aw are that C a li­ 
fo rn ia soils are generally d efi­ 
cient in nitrogen attem pt to over­ 
sim plify fertilizing by correcting 
this factor alone.

From San Francisco across the 
Golden Gate Bridge to Taylor 
State Park in Lagunitas, Marin 
County, is a leisurely hour and 
a half ride for Sunday drivers. 
It is a scenic ride. The Sir 
Francis Drake Highway passes 
through attractive communities 
nestled in the valleys and winds 
up around the mountains baked 
brown by the summer heat and 
then down into a canyon thickly 
filled with fir trees. 


IN AN HO UR and 
a 
half's 
time a modern highway leads 
from a metropolitan city to a 
forest canyon that has preserved 
the rugged landscape reminiscent 
of a bygone era when adven­ 
turers and pioneers settled Marin. 
In the heart of the forest is 
the state 
park 
that 
attracts 
thousands of picnickers and va­ 
cation campers during the sum­ 
mer months. 
W hat makes the park so attrac­ 
tive to vacationers? 
For 
one 


thing, it is cool and quiet. The 


massive redwood trees shade out 
the hot summer sun and the 
scene gives a sense of peace. No 
one is in much of a rush among 
the tall trees and the slow-mov­ 
ing creek that cuts through the 
park. 


THE AREA is rugged enough 
for those who want to rough it 
yet 
accommodating 
with 
its 
laundry facilities and neat rest 
rooms. Ideally located, it is close 
enough to the metropolitan Bay 
Area so campers can enjoy its 
evening entertainment offerings, 
still, far enough away to escape 
the busy day crowds. The park 
itself offers hiking and riding 
trails, swimming and a peace­ 
ful atmosphere just to relax. 
In the isolated park, no visible 
evidence remains now, that the 
area wras once the site of a thriv­ 
ing 
manufacturing 
settlement 
and a community called Taylor- 
ville; 
that the picnic grounds 
once housed a fashionable three- 


story resort hotel; that an in­ 
dustrial empire was cut out of 
the forest—site of the first paper 
mill west of the Mississippi. 


ONLY 
A NAME remains — 
carved on a plaque at the park 
entrance—to recall 
a 
fabulous 
era when Samuel Penfield Taylor 
built an industrial empire in M a­ 
rin. 


Florence Donnelly, Independ- 
ent-Journal- women’s editor, in 
an article on Taylor and the mill 
gives a detailed account of the 
fabulous man, who pioneered in 
the papermaking business. 


SAMUEL PENFIELD Taylor, 
born and reared on the Hudson 
in New York, lead an unevent­ 
ful life as the youngest child of 
a large family until he suc­ 
cumbed to the gold fever in 1849 
and headed for California. 


He worked 
his 
way 
around 
Cape Horn and in the spring of 
1850 landed in San Francisco. 
After several profitable busi­ 


ness ventures, he started a lum­ 
ber yard on 
California 
street 
near Drumm in San Francisco. 
The search for wood to supply 
his lumber yard directed Taylor 
to Marin. 


HE EXPLORED M t 
Tamal- 
pais and followed the stream now 
called Lagunitas (or Paper Mill 
Creek) 
and found the canyon 
rich in redwood and oak trees. 
Shrewdly realizing the possi­ 
bilities of the location — the 
standing timber and water pow­ 
er, Taylor purchased some hun­ 
dred acres of the Garcia Grant. 


DESPITE ADVICE that the 
location was impossible for a 
mill, he ordered the machinery 
from the east. The supplies were 
shipped across the Isthmus of 
Panama by schooner to Bolinas, 
then by ox team carted over the 
mountain trails to the canyon. 


From 
the 
redwood, 
Taylor 
built the boarding house for the 
workers, the saw pit for the mill 


and a dam to store the water 
power. 
In November of 1856, with the 
machinery installed, 
the 
mill 
was in operation. 


NEWSPRINT, the m ill’s chief 
product, was in gTeat demand by 
the San Francisco dailies—the 
“ Call,” “ Alta” 
and 
“ Bulletin.” 
And it was not an uncommon 
sight to see newspaper repre­ 
sentatives on the lookout on Tele­ 
graph 
Hill 
anxiously 
awaiting 
the sloop from Bolinas before 
they could go to press. The dif­ 
ficulties of transporting the fin­ 
ished product by cart over the 
mountain to Bolinas, then to San 
Francisco, were finally overcome 
when the North Pacific Coast 
R ailroad was built, with a line 
running directly 
through 
the 
Taylor property. W ith the com­ 
ing of the railroad the mill be­ 
gan to prosper. All kinds of paper 
were manufactured. 
Jute was imported from Cal-

Last week I had the pleasure 
of accompanying the San Rafael 
C ham ber of Commerce agricul­ 
tu ra l group on a trip to observe 
im provem ents in livestock breed­ 
ing and in pasture and range 
m anagem ent. 
The m ethod of improving the 
range, as shown on this trip, by 
the removal of water-consum ing, 
grass-killing brush by chemical 
means, and thereafter by close 
m anagem ent 
of 
grazing, 
im ­ 
pressed me as having great pos­ 
sibilities for Marin. County. Not 
only is the range-carrying ca­ 
pacity greatly enlarged, but also, 
and w hat is of equal im portance, 
the w ater run-off is greatly in ­ 
creased. 
M arin has few enough natural 
resources and w hat it has should 
be well and carefully managed. 
By thus improving the range, the 
$13 million yearly income from 
agricultural products 
could 
be 
increased, erosion controlled and 
w ater supply enlarged. 
Possibly this method of brush 
control could be applied to the 
w atersheds supplying our domes­ 
tic water. I t should be an inex­ 
pensive way of providing more 
w ater which the county will soon 
need, and more grazing for wild­ 
life and possibly domestic live­ 
stock on these watersheds.

Court Fight Seen If 
5th Amendment Curbed

WASHINGTON (JP) — A long 
constitutional 
court 
fight 
lies 
ahead if Congress passes — and 
there’s a chance now it will — 
a law to force F ifth Am endment 
witnesses to testify by guaran­ 
teeing 
them 
im m unity 
from 
prosecution. 
The fight can be made two 
ways: 
1—On w hether Congress can 
pass a law to get around the 
Constitution’s F ifth Amendment. 
2—On w hether Congress can 
pass a law guaranteeing a m an 
im m unity in both federal and 
state courts. 
The Senate passed an im m uni­ 
ty bill in 1953. The House passed 
a different one Wednesday. The 
Senate may accept the House 
bill, junking its own. T hen Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower could sign the 
bill into law. 


THIS IS THE story step by 
step: 
The Fifth Am endm ent says ft 
m an can’t be compelled to give 
testim ony which m ight incrim ­ 
inate him. Long ago Congress 
had trouble making some w it­ 
nesses talk before its com m it­ 
tees. So in 1857 it passed a law 
which still stands. It says: 
“No testim ony given by a w it­ 
ness before a congressional com­ 
m ittee shall be used as evidence 
in 
any 
crim inal 
proceedings 
against him in any court.” This 
law sounded more sweeping than 
it is. 
The government can’t use such 
a witness’ actual words against 
him if It wants to try him later 
for some crime related to his 
testimony, but it can use his 
testimony as a lead for gathering 
evidence on which it can try him. 


AND, SO FAR as is known, if 
the testimony of a congressional 
witness involved a state crime, 
the state where it occurred could 
use his testimony as a lead for 
fathering evidence on which to 
try him in a state court. 
One 
example 
of 
th a t 
was 
Frank Erickson, who adm itted to 
a Senate committee he was a 
New York gambler. New York 
police prom ptly raided his of­ 
fices. 
He 
was 
convicted 
and 
jailed in New York. 
B ut a state can’t use a con­ 
gressional witness’ * actual words 
—any more th an the government 
can—to bring him to trial. 
The Supreme Court ruled on 
th a t this year in the case of a 
M arylander who cdm itted to the 
K efauver Committee he was a 
gambler. His testimony was used 
against him later in a M aryland 
court and he w7as convicted. The 
high court threw out the con­ 
viction. 


IN 1940 CONGRESS passed a 
law, called the Sm ith Act, which 
makes it a crime to tea-". or ad ­ 
vocate forcible overthrow of the 
government. 
The 
government 
has tried and convicted a num ­ 
ber of Communist leaders under 
th a t act. I t will try more.

tivities in Colorado. She was tried 
and jailed for one year for con­ 
tem pt of court and appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 
She wss w ithin her constitu­ 
tional rights in keeping quiet, the 
court said, because her testimony 
m ight lead to her incrim ination 
later under the Sm ith Act. Mrs. 
P atricia Blau — the FBI says it 
is the same one — was one of 
seven persons 
arrested earlier 
this week on charges of violat­ 
ing the Sm ith Act. 


THE HOUSE and Senate, upon 
the urging of Atty. Gen. Brown­ 
ell, have approved differing bills 
to get around the F ifth Amend­ 
m ent and force witnesses to talk. 
Generally, this 
is 
w'hat 
the 
House bill would do: 
If a witness were asked about 
Com munist activities and plead­ 
ed the F ifth 
Amendment, 
he 
could 
be 
promised 
im munity 
from prosecution for any crime 
related to his testimony. If he 
still refused, pleading the Fifth 
Amendment, he could be tried for 
contem pt of Congress or a fed­ 
eral court 
and, 
if 
convicted, 
jailed. 
B ut the 
first 
witness 
who 
spurns im m unity and lands in 
jail for contem pt will certainly 
appeal to the Supreme Court, 
raising this question: Isn’t Con­ 
gress violating the Constitution 
when it passes a law to deprive 
a m an of the Fifth Amendment's 
protection?

WASHINGTON (JP) — Most el­ 
derly retired 
persons 
probably 
won’t have to pay any federal 
income tax from now on. 
T h at is one of the far-reach ­ 
ing effects of the giant tax re ­ 
vision bill just passed by Con­ 
gress. Some of its biggest bene­ 
fits will go to retired persons. 
W hen you’re 65 or over, the 
law already perm its you to ex­ 
em pt $1.200 of your income from 
taxes. If you’re m arried and file 
a joint return, the exemption is 
$2,400. 


FROM NOW ON, 
in 
m any 
cases, retired persons 
will 
be 
perm itted in effect to deduct an 
additional $1,200 of retirem ent 
income. T h at would be a tax cut 
of $240. If both husband and wife 
have 
retirem ent 
income, they 
can get an additional $2,400 de­ 
duction, or a $480 tax cut. 
R etirem ent income is defined 
as income from pensions, annui­ 
ties, interest, ren t and dividends. 
W ith other standard deduc­ 
tions, the new provisions boil 
down to this: 


IF YOU AND your wife both 
have retirem ent income, you can 
get up to $5,333 a year w ithout 
paying taxes; if only one of you 
has income, you can get $4,000 
tax free; if you’re a retired sin­ 
gle person, you can get $2,666 
w ithout paying any tax. 
Experts believe 
these 
cutoff 
figures will cover m ost retired 
persons, except a few in upper 
income brackets. 
They estim ate the new bill will 
give tax cuts to alm ost two m il­ 
lion taxpayers, 
totaling 
about 
141 million dollars the first year. 
The num ber to benefit, and the 
revenue reduction, will increase 
later as millions more retire. 
Technically, the new provision 
works like this, if you qualify: 


YOU FIGURE YOUR tax bill 
Just as in the past, taking ail 
regular exemptions and deduc­ 
tions. T hen you apply the first 
bracket tax rate (now 20 per 
cent) to your retirem ent income, 
up to $1,200. Next you subtract 
th a t figure, say 
$240, 
directly 
from the tax paym ent you other­ 
wise would make. 
B ut 
there’s 
one 
Im portant 
lim itation. If you get income th a t 
is already tax free—as from so­ 


cial security, railroad reTTPfttent, 
m ilitary or veterans’ pensions — 
you m ust subtract this from your 
$1,200 retirem ent income before 
you figure your tax credit. 
In other words, you can't ex­ 
clude the same income twice. 


FOR EXAMPLE, if 
you 
get 
$700 a year from social security, 
you could count only $500 of 
other retirem ent 
income; 
and 
you would get a new tax cut of 
only $100. However, you don’t 
have to subtract m ilitary or v et­ 
eran ’s e disability paym ents from 
your retirem ent income. 
And there are four im portant 
requirem ents to meet before you 
qualify for the new benefit. 


FIRST, MOST persons m ust 
be 65 or over. But. if you retire 
under a public pension system— 
if you’re a retired schoolteacher, 
policeman or other federal, state 
or local government worker — 
you can subtract 20 per cent of 
your income from th a t system 
even before you are 65. But you 
can’t count other retirem ent in­ 
come until you are 65 or over. 
Second, to be counted as a re­ 
tired person and get the full 
benefit, you m ust make $900 or 
less from work. Any earned in ­ 
come above $900 m ust be sub­ 
tracted from your $1,200 retire­ 
m ent income 
before 
figuring 
your tax credit. So if you m ake 
$2,100 or more from work, you 
are not considered to have retired 
and you get no benefit. B ut a t 
age 75 or over, you can get the 
full benefit regardless of your 
earnings. 


THIRD, to qualify, 
you 
also 
m ust have m ade as m uch as $600 
a year in earned income, for any 
10 years before you retire. The 
theory is th a t the benefit should 
go only to persons retiring from 
active work. B ut note th a t you 
don’t have to earn $600 for the 
10 years im mediately before your 
retirem ent. You can count any 
10 years — even those long be­ 
fore you retire — and they don’t 
have to be consecutive. A widow 
can qualify under this so long as 
her husband did. 
Fourth, you can't get this bene­ 
fit If you use the short-form tax 
return, under which you m erely 
list your income and exemptions 
and take your tax from the table 
on the back of the return. Only 
taxpayers with $5,000 or less in ­ 
come m ay use this return.

Mill Valley Rotarians recently 
took a brief trip into the past and 
heard George Harlan Jr. discuss 
“Mountain Railways of Califor­ 
nia,” subject of the book he is 
presently writing. 


Harlan, a member of a pioneer 
Marin family and assistant super­ 
intendent and port engineer of the 
U.S. Military Sea Transportation 
Service at Ft. Mason, traced the 
history of the old Mill Valley rail­ 
road from the time of its incor­ 
poration in 1895 until it vfas aban­ 
doned in 1930. Incorporated with 
capital at $200,000 in 1895, the rail­ 
road was the “brainchild” of Hugh 
James associated with the Tamal- 
pais Land and Water Co. when 
Mill Valley was known as Eastman 
Station. 
Originally called the Mill Valley 
and Mt. Tamalpais Scenic Rail­ 
way, the name was changed in 
1913 to the Mt. Tamalpais and 
Muir Woods Railway. First pro­ 
posals called for an electrical rail­ 
way, but Capt. Robert Dollar of 
San Rafael, one of the promoters, 
obtained a new Shay locomotive 
which was used in the construe- 
! tion. 
Harlan described the construc­ 
tion problems, opening of the rout« 
Aug. 27,1896, early operational dif­ 
ficulties. expansion of the line to 
Muir Woods, the historic Mill Val­ 
ley fire which severely damaged 
the railroad and other colorful de­ 
tails in the railway’s history.

F U T U R E INDEFINITE, by 
Noel Coward, Doubieday & 
Co., Inc., 323 pps., $4.50. ,

To an American with an aver­ 
age knowledge of stage and night 
club entertainm ent, NoeT Cow­ 
ard is probably best known as 
the author of Blithe Spirit, B it­ 
tersweet and other highly suc­ 
cessful stage 
productions 
and 
movies. 
However, the Englishman u n ­ 
knowingly paints himself in a 
different light as he recounts his 
daily 
activities 
during 
W orld 
War II years in "Future In d ef­ 
inite.” Here, through his efforts 
to do a job for England, Coward 
appears more as a stage perform ­ 
er occupying the spotlight in 
many forms of entertainment. 
HE APPEARS in the spotlight 
mainly as he entertained troops— 
both B ritish and American—on 
numerous continents from 1939 
to 1945. His travels in "Future 
Indefinite” started with trips to 
Russia, Austria, and Switzerland 
in 1939 and later carried him sev­ 
eral times to Europe, America. 
Australia and Asia. During the 
war, he served in the British in­ 
telligence, 
propaganda 
services 
and most often as a booster of 
servicemen’s sagging morale in 
hospitals. 
The scenery in countries visit­ 
ed by Coward receive scant tre a t­ 
ment by the author. Most em pha­ 
sis is placed on a frank account 
of his relations with new and old 
friends and working associates. 
FOR INSTANCE, W i n s t o n 
Churchill is held in unquestion, 
ably high respect by the author; 
Franklin Roosevelt caused Cow­ 


ard to be suspicious; and H er­ 
bert Hoover put him on the de­ 
fence. M arlene Dietrich, Tallulah 
Bankhead an d others from the 
field of entertainm ent are pic­ 
tured in typical theatrical nos­ 
talgia. 
Of his travels, his impression of 
pre-war R ussia are probably m ost 
im portant because of the recog­ 
nition of a situation which cur­ 
rently exists. 
The book as a whole is new 
evidence of th e author’s past lit­ 
erary 
successes. 
There 
never 
could be an y doubt as to Cow­ 
ard's ability an dhis blase ac­ 
counts of some incidents add a 
sharp tan g to an easy and fast 
reading narrative. 


HOWEVER, every reviewer Is 
allowed 
a personal observation 
and here’s one: Coward devoted 
more tim e to producing a read, 
able diary of his daily events 
when he could have slashed out 
routine incidents for the m ore 
interesting events. He admits th a t 
several experiences were so u n ­ 
interesting they don’t w arrant 
space in th e book. But he takes 
his own a n d the readers’ tim e to 
say why th ey aren’t interesting. 
And in m ost cases the readers 
agree w ith the author why th en 
were th ey included? 
The first part of the book 
moves very fast and it isn’t until 
the end of the war years th a t 
even th e novel shows the strain 
of the austerity. For mast of us 
who w ent through the war, th e 
boring p a rts shouldn’t be relived. 
But, despite this observation, 
the book will undoubtedly be as 
successful 
as 
its 
predecessor.

"Fascinating” and "absorbing” 
are words used on the dust jac­ 
ket sent out by the publisher to 
describe attributes of this new 
book, and they seem to oe justly 
used. 
It is a synopsis and outline of 
what went on concerning m an 
before m an himself began 
to 
write things down in books and 
thus keep a written record of 
history. 
There are, of course, m any 
signs, symbols and fragments of 
writing, picture and otherwise, 
that guides man of today in ef­ 
forts to find out what went on 
before w ritten history. And, as 
most of us know, there are the 
archeologists who dig into 
the 
remains of "bygone” civilizations, 
and into layers of soils where 
there were no civilizations, in 
order to find more answers. 
THERE 
ARE big gaps 
and 
holes, and pieces of seemingly 
undeveloped film. All this How­ 
ells tells you, but in the telling 
he weaves a pattern of under- 
standability from the viewpoint 
of one, running story. 
It is a highly readable style. 
It is scholarly enough to be im ­ 
pressive, so that it will hold the 
respect of those who dem and 
that anything written about so 
dignified a being as man be held 
above light treatment. Howells 
treats all men that way, the 
early ones, who would certainly 
be stupid by present day stan d ­ 
ards, and the others, more civil­ 
ized of a later period, who by 
present 
day 
standards 
would 
seem like cold-blooded m urderers 
without any sense of responsi­ 
bility toward 
leir fellow man. 
But wait, there are still a few 
of that kind around. 
Can you imagaine th at any­ 


thing to simple as chipping a 
stone in tw o different ways would 
show progress, that the m ethods 
show how m an became more and 
more 
intelligent. Stones 
were 
man’s 
first 
tools, 
and 
it 
is 
through the remains of these 
that h istorians such as Howells 
have been provided with a key 
to a locked up past. 
HOWELLS is up to date. Of 
the recently discovered Piltdown 
hoax, h e says, "It was a great 
relief w hen the jaw found a t 
Piltdown was revealed a sheer 
hoax.” 
Howells finds beauty from the 
past. O f th e early men painted 
on the w alls of caves in France, 
he w rites, *. . . they painted 
well an d you will never—if you 
have as m uch soul as a microbe 
—forget w h at you have seen.” 
Howells writes with such en ­ 
ergy th a t you would expect sev­ 
eral well-placed predictions about 
what th e world is coming to, or 
at least some choice words on 
how m an is getting worse and 
worse. B ut, he praises man, and 
hesitates until an epilogue to 
treat of th e future, and this he 
does only sketchily. 
A PERSO N trained in such 
things probably would find th e 
book easier to understand and 
read <but he finds some argu­ 
m ents). B ut, it isn’t th at h ard 
to read, and should be an in ­ 
teresting chronicle to anyone in­ 
terested in this particular theory 
of m an s p ast—that man devel­ 
oped th ro u g h what science calM 
evolution.

Think Planting Season 
Is Over? Then Think Aoain

If you thinlc the planting sea­ 
son is over—think again. 
This applied to flowers, vege­ 
tables, trees, shrubs, bulbs and 
kindred species. 
While you are weeding, spray­ 
ing and pickling the fruits of 
your spring sowing, you still can 
go ahead with more planting and 
extend your home harvest festi­ 
val. 


TAKE VEGETABLES— (they’re 
easy to take): 
Did you envy the neighbor’s 
asparagus bed this year? Just 
put in yours in the latter part of 
August. The directions will come 
with the roots. 
Have you been enjoying your 
bush beans? If so, keep planting 
them right up until the middle 
of August. < For good germination, 
plant the eye of the seed down­ 
ward). 
Endives can be put into the 
ground until about August 1 . . . 
kohlrabi till August 1 . . . lettuce 
in August for the cooler growing 
season . . . lor radishes, try the 
early spring type the beginning 
of August until Sept. 1 . . . plant 
some spinach in late September 
or October, protect it with salt 
hay over the winter, and you’ll 
be the first one with spinach in 
the spring. 
If you have fruits, such as 
raspberry or blackberry, and want 
to spread them, try layering the 
tip—-a clothespin helps. Fasten it 
down to the ground.

Pansies For 
Fall Color 


Now is a good time to be think­ 
ing of fall color . . . and time to 
remember that pansies and vio­ 
las can furnish you color —quick­ 
ly, brilliantly — says -the Califor­ 
nia Association of Nurserymen. 
During August you can secure 
these lively garden entertainers 
at your nursery in flats. They’ll 
be properly nurtured and will 
probably begin showing their col­ 
ors in five or six weeks. Trans­ 
plant them as you see fit! Like­ 
ly you already know how won­ 
derful they are for edging beds 
and borders. Alternate groups of 
them in flower beds, and you’ll 
create a wonderful effect. Plant 
them together in window boxes, 
or alone in pots. Anything you 
do with 
them, 
they’ll 
assert 
themselves in color charm. 
And if you generally think of 
violas as blue, maybe you have 
a happy memory association with 
the old nursery rhyme “Rases 
are red, violets are blue . . 
For 
today violas offer flowers of yel­ 
low, apricot, white, blue, ruby 
and yellow-blue. Pansies m ain­ 
tain the pace with varieties in 
apricot, white .yellow, ruby and 
shades of blue from light laven­ 
der to deep violet. 
Ask your nurseryman how long 
they'll afford color! He may tell 


you’re in business in late sum­ 
mer. 


TAKE 
BIENNIALS — they’re 
the ones that produce leait grow- 
the the first year and bloom the 
next. 
These 
include 
the 
English 
daisy, which you plant early in 
August in flats or frames . . . 
forget-me-nots, planted in late 
July or early August (they prefer 
a damp woody soil, but will do 
fairly well anywhere in the gar­ 
den) . . . hollyhocks should 
be 
planted in August, and if you 
plan any 
transplanting, do it 
while the seedlings are small, 
because they develop a good-sized 
taproot . . . pan-y seeds should 
be sown in Ajgust and you’ll 
have to winter them over in cold 
frames. If you don’t have one, 
now is a good time to build one. 
And, of course, there are per­ 
ennials, This might be termed a 
perennial subject, but in subse­ 
quent columns, we’ll try to give 
you a general idea, for they are 
beautiful 
additions 
to 
y o u r 
garden. 
Most of them go into 
the 
ground a little later in the sea­ 
son than plants discussed today. 
W hether you’re already estab­ 
lished in the garden, or perhaps 
hoping to get some more plant­ 
ing done, you don’t have to wait 
until spring. 
You can do a real job for your­ 
self these summer days—either 
in finishing up the season or 
preparing for the next. 


COLORFUL ALYSSUM ground hugging plant.

For just a few cents a year 
you can fill your garden with 
flowers for months at a time. 
There are dozens of ornamentals 
that thrive with little care and 
have a Iree-flowering habit of 
growth. 
The piants that show this great 
profusion of bloom are not neces­ 
sarily expensive. You can sow

or 
transplant 
seedlings.

When the weather turns hot. 
shade-loving plants like tuberous 
begonias, 
fuchsias 
and 
other 
humid-loving plants curl up their 
toes to indicate their general un­ 
happiness. 
Plans, of course, don’t really 
have toes, but they certainly have 
a method of letting you know 
that they don’t fed well. Droop­ 
ing leaves on a begonia, brown­ 
ed edges on fuchsia foliage, drop­ 
ping flowers, are just some of the 
symptoms that let you know that 
plants aren’t happy. 
There are several methods of 
providing the proper humidity 
for such plants, as well as those 
growing in greenhouses, 
lath- 
houses and other spots. Years 
ago, when Walter Doty first be­ 
came editor of Sunset Magazine, 
he advocated that greenthumbers 
take a lesson from the operators 
of the produce stands at the 
supermarkets. He suggested set­ 
ting up the same type of mist 
sprayers in gardens so that a fine 
mist could be applied to the 
plants at low cost. 
NOW A SCOTCHMAN f r o m 
Sierra Madre has come along 
with an improvement on this 
idea. You can buy 100 feet of 
coiled plastic tubing along w’ith 
all necessary aluminum supports 
and brass fittings so that thla 
permanent system can be install­ 
ed wherever it’s needed in your 
garden.

Any of the good PMA 
crabgrass killers wiU do the trick. 
PMA stands for phenyl mercuric 
acetate and the products con­ 
taining this are sold under trade 
names. 
I t’s also possible to successfully 
treat crabgrass over-running di- 
chonura lawns.

By fSr the best way to keep 
your garden tools in good repair 
is to care for them regularly, of 
course, cleaning them properly 
after each use.

Learn The Watering Habits 
Of Your Garden Plants 


Since August is a warm weath­ 
er month in many parts of 
California, the plants in your 
garden may well appreciate some 
“hot weather maintenance.’’ The 
most important consideration is, 
of course, watering. And garden 
watering 
habits 
should 
vary 
according to the requirements of 
individual plants. 
CAMELLIAS, for e x a m p l e , 
fuchsias and ferns 
would 
oe 
among those plants that require 
high moisture levels. Roses, lawns, 
trees and vegetables often do 
best when watered deeply with 
intervening dry intervals. Very 
deep rooted shrubs, deciduous 
fruit trees and citrus protit by 
long, deep watering at regular 
intervals. Many drought resistant 
California 
natives 
require 
no 
summer watering at all in certain 
sections once they are establish­ 
ed. 
Remember, 
though, 
that 
California has so many different 
soils and climates within 
its 
borders it is difficult to set down 
rules that will apply to the en­ 
tire state. Always consult your 
local nurseryman when in doubt. 
WHERE W ATERING is a day 
to day task, the shallow rooted 
plants should receive first con­ 
sideration on those days when 
your time is limited. 
In general it can be said that 
deep-green, fleshy-leafed plants 
require a lot of water, while gray- 
foliaged plants need less 
Watering in the late afternoon 
or evening will reduce moisture 
loss caused by evaporation. How­ 
ever, mildew is often prevalent at 
this time of the year in some 
sections. 
Watering should be done early 


in the day, for mildew thrives 
on dampness combined with eve­ 
ning air. Mildew can be recog­ 
nized as a whitish coating on the 
foliage. To get things under con­ 
trol before severe foliage loss re­ 
sults, ask your nurseryman for 
products containing lime sulphur 
in a form suitable for plants. 


BE ON the lookout for pests 
such as aphis, caterpillars and 
thrips during hot weather. These 
can be controlled by a number 
you can count on your nursery­ 
man will have on his shelves. 
Now is the time, too, for a mid­ 
season application of fertilizer 
for 
many 
g r o w i n g 
plants. 
Fuchsias, chrysanthemums, bed­ 
ding 
plants, 
lawns 
and 
fast 
blooming shrubs—all wiU proiit 
by a feeding. Seek your nursery­ 
man’s advice on this phase ol 
summer gardening, too. Many 
gardeners being aware that Cali­ 
fornia soils are generally defi­ 
cient in nitrogen attempt to over­ 
simplify fertilizing by correcting 
this factor alone.

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Marin's Samuel P. Taylor Park Once 
The Site Of A Fabulous Industrial Empire

From San Francisco across the 
Golden Gate Bridge to Taylor 
State Park in Lagunitas, Marin 
County, is a leisurely hour and 
a half ride for Sunday drivers. 
It is a scenic ride. The Sir 
Francis Drake Highway passes 
through attractive communities 
nestled in the valleys and winds 
up around the mountains baked 
brown by the summer heat and 
then down into a canyon thickly 
filled with fir trees. 


IN AN HO UR and 
a 
half’s 
time a modern highway leads 
from a metropolitan city to a 
forest canyon that has preserved 
the rugged landscape reminiscent 
of a bygone era when adven­ 
turers and pioneers settled Marin. 
In the heart of the forest is 
the state 
park 
that 
attracts 
thousands of picnickers and va­ 
cation campers during the sum­ 
mer months. 
W hat makes the park so attrac­ 
tive to vacationers? 
For 
one 


thing, it is cool and quiet. The 


massive redwood trees shade out 
the hot summer sun and the 
scene gives a sense of peace. No 
one is in much of a rush among 
the tall trees and the slow-mov­ 
ing creek that cuts through the 
park. 


T H E A REA is rugged enough 
for those who want to rough it 
yet 
accommodating 
with 
its 
laundry facilities and neat rest 
rooms. Ideally located, it is close 
enough to the metropolitan Bay 
Area so campers can enjoy its 
evening entertainment offerings, 
still, far enough away to escape 
the busy day crowds. The park 
itself offers hiking and riding 
trails, swimming and a peace­ 
ful atmosphere just to relax. 
In the isolated park, no visible 
evidence remains now, that the 
area wras once the site of a thriv­ 
ing 
manufacturing 
settlement 
and a community called Taylor - 
ville; 
that the picnic grounds 
once housed a fashionable three- 


story resort hotel; that an in­ 
dustrial empire was cut out of 
the fo rest— site of the first paper 
mill west of the Mississippi. 


ONLY 
A NAM E remains — 
carved on a plaque at the park 
entrance—to recall 
a 
fabulous 
era when Samuel Penfield Taylor 
built an industrial empire in M a­ 
rin. 


Florence Donnelly, Independ- 
ent-Journal women’s editor, in 
an article on Taylor and the mill 
gives a detailed account of the 
fabulous man, who pioneered in 
the papermaking business. 


SA M FEL P E N F IE L D Taylor, 
born and reared on the Hudson 
in New York, lead an unevent­ 
ful life as the youngest child of 
a 
large 
family until he suc­ 
cumbed to the gold fever in 1849 
and headed for California. 


He worked 
his 
way 
around 
Cape Horn and in the spring of 
1850 landed in San Francisco. 
After several profitable busi­ 


ness ventures, he started a lum­ 
ber yard on 
California 
street 
near Drumm in San Francisco. 
The search for wood to supply 
his lumber yard directed Taylor 
to Marin. 


H E E X P L O R E D M t 
Tamal- 
pais and followed the stream now 
called Lagunitas tor Paper Mill 
Creek) 
and found the canyon 
rich in redwood and oak trees. 
Shrewdly realizing the possi­ 
bilities of the location — the 
standing timber and water pow­ 
er, Taylor purchased some hun­ 
dred acres of the Garcia Grant. 


D E S P IT E A D V IC E that the 
location 
was impossible 
for a 
mill, he ordered the machinery 
from the east. The supplies were 
shipped across the Isthmus of 
Panama by schooner to Bolinas, 
then by ox team carted over the 
mountain trails to the canyon. 


From 
the 
redwood, 
Taylor 
built the boarding house for the 
workers, the saw pit for the mill 


and a dam to store the water 
power. 
In November of 1856, with the 
machinery installed, 
the 
mill 
was in operation. 


N E W SP R IN T , the m ill’s chief 
product, was in great demand by

Not Be Given Too Much Thought

Before American 
women start 1 
doing 
anything 
drastic 
to hide 
their bosoms, I d like to advise 
them not to take Christian Dior’s 
no-bust dictum too seriously. 
From where I sit, 
one 
fact 
emerges from 
the current flat- 
chested furore, a 
fact that has 
become more apparent each year 
since 1947, when this small, book­ 
ish Frenchm an becam e an over­ 
n ight celebrity as father of the 
“New Look:” 
Christian Dior is a showman in I 
the P. T. Barnum tradition. 
The fashion business is one of 
cut-throat com petition, with the 
laurels going to the designer who 
gets there fustest with the m asted 
sensations. 
NINE-DAY W ONDERS 
For the last seven years, Dior 
has been there fu.stest, creating | 
nine-day 
wonders 
with 
drastic 
changes in the established silhou­ 
ette, 
making 
women 
wonder 
whether to throw out all their old 
clothes, causing international con­ 
troversy and getting front page 
headlines. 
His first Paris showing at which 
the 
late and 
unlamented 
'New 
Look” was born, was the only one 


which succeeded in changing the 
basic dress of the average woman. 
This was a natural result of the 
freeing 
of 
wartime 
restrictions,! 
bringing back fuller, longer skirts 
after years when women had no 
choice except to wear short, tight 
ones. 
Since then Dior has exploded a 
fashion bombshell 
at 
his Paris 
showing almost every summer and 
has become the most famous, suc­ 
cessful and controversial ligure in 
the international world of fashion. 
Last year 
his edict of knee- 
lengtli skirts brought on a rash of 
hysterical pro-and-con statements, 
sent buyers into a dither and eli­ 
cited varying reactions from the 
general public, while of course, 
making news on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 
HEMLINE CHANGES 
Grapevine gossip in tht garment 
industry was that on the night be­ 
fore the opening, Dior surveyed 
his collection, decided that it had 
nothing that would produce sen­ 
sational news, and ordered all the 
skirts shortened about six inches. 
As now is apparent, the short- 
skirt tempest had no appreciable 
effect on the American hemline. 
This year news that Dior had 
eliminated the 
bosom from the 


tall silhouette brought on a rash 
of editorial com m ent and crowded 
Indochina, 
taxes 
and McCarthy 
for page one space. 
Hollywood sweater girls sneered, 
bra m anufacturers shouted denun­ 
ciations, store buyers lined up and 
took sides and American husbands 
laid down the law. 
Then, a lew days later, Dior an ­ 
nounced that he hadn't eliminated 
the bosom; lie had merely raised 
it. In fact, he had designed and 
patented a bra lilting the bosom 
from 
the 
current 
average 
10’j 
inches from the shoulder, to eight 
inches. A New York fashion edi­ 
tor covering the Paris openings did 
a little detective work among the 
Dior 
mannequins 
and 
reported 
th at the new bras are “straight 
little cages that reach from waist­ 
line to above bosom height . . . as 
unshaped as a little girl's panty 
waist and without any suggestion 
ol cups.” 
It seems apparent that raising 
the buslline to this extent also 
necessarily raises the neckline. 
All this hardly seems a silhouette 
th at will api>eal to American wom- 
; en—and certainly it draws no ap­ 
plause from American men. 
My bet is th at bosoms are here 
to stay.

Some people spend their lives 
trying to become rich; others 
collect things of different kinds. 
B oth may gloat over their suc­ 
cess in their choioea. but do such 
things make one truly happy? 
T hey may bring aoune satisfac­ 
tion but not reai Joy. 
Small 
children 
also 
collect 
things — some collect live pets, 
oth* rs store away various things 
th a t take their fancy. It is the 
teacher’s job to try to make them 
see th at while th e ir collections 
m ay give them pleasure, tliey are 
n o t the real treasures that make 
for lasting joy. 


••LAY NOT ITT for yourselves 
treasures upon e a rth , where moth 
» 
and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal," 
said Christ. 
Rust, moths and tim e do play 
havoc with collections unless they 
are preserved w ith much care. 
And, after all, th ey are only col­ 
lections of m aterial thtngs. We 
cannot take them with us when 
we leave this earth , but Jesus 
said further: 
“Lay up for yourselves treas­ 
ures in heaven, where neither 
m oth nor rust d o th corrupt, and 
where t h i e v e s do not break 
through nor ste a l: for where your 
treasure is, there will your heart 
be also.” 


WHAT ABE treasures in heav­ 
en? For the very young and those 
a little older, Love stands first: 
love of parents, relatives and 
friends; and also—and this 1* 
very important — all those with 
whom we come in contact at 
home, school, on the playground. 
Even if some do n ot “appeal to 
us,” as we say, th ey deserve our 
interest, our consideration, our 
desire to help an d understand 
“No man can serve two mas­ 
ters: for either h e will hate the 


one, and love the other: or else 
he will hold to the one. and des­ 
pise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon.” 


MAMMON may m ean money 
which most of us feel is very im­ 
portant, or other things which 
we m ay grow to worship or look 
at w ith feelings close to th at sen­ 
sation. The intense love of money 
m ay ptrove, indeed, the death of 
happiness. How many homes that 
m ight have been happy have 
been broken up by wrangling 
over money matters.
